Cast Notes 


Alan Barbieri (Nat) . . . Alan, or "Dr. B." as he's known to his orthodontic 
patients, brings an impressive list of experience with him. He grew up in 
Brooklyn, N.Y. and attended New York's prestigious High School for the 
Performing Arts. While living in New Jersey, he appeared in such shows 
as "Lovers and Other Strangers" and as the King in "The King and |." Alan 
headed south, but his interest in theater remained strong, appearing in 
plays in both Hilton Head and Summerville, most notably as Nathan 
Detroit in "Guys and Dolls." Tonight, Alan repeats the role of Nat that he 
first performed in Charleston's Dock Street Theater's offering of "I'm Not 
Rappaport." The role of Bellomy in last year's "The Fantastiks" was his first 
appearance on the SLT stage. He and his wife, Betty, have three chil- 
dren and three grandchildren. Alan is a Rotarian and active in the 
Sumter Palmetto Rotary. 


Kwame Dawes (Midge). . . Kwame could be considered a Renaissance 
man — novelist, musician, poet, actor, playwrite and academic! He is 
the founder of the semi-professional Christian Graduate Theatre Compa- 
ny in Kingston, Jamaica. His play, "Charity's Come," won a silver medal 
at Jamaica's National Festival of the Arts. While holding a writing Fellow 
at the University of lowa, he had several of his plays performed in work- 
shops and public stage readings. He moved to Canada where three of 
his one-act plays were performed in both Fredeicton and Montreal 
under his direction. His radio plays have been broadcasted on the CBC 
network and his film work has been screened at a minimum of 20 festi- 
vals all over the world. Kwame and his wife and daughter arrived in 
Sumter last summer. He is a professor of English at USC-Sumter. He 
admits to hating line memorization and loving reggae.
